ON SHIP IN MID-ATLANTIC 


Rangitata Radios Report of Rescue of Pas- 
sengers and Crew of Targis 1500 Miles | 
East of New York. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
LONDON, July 18.—The captain 
of the North German Lloyd steam- 
er, Targis, whose passengérs and 
crew were rescued in the mid- 
Atlantic when she was on fire, re- 
turned to his vessel today to in- 
spect the damage, according to a 
radio message received from the 
Rangitata, the British motor steam- 
er which effected the rescue. The 
Rangitata stood by as the captain 
ef the Targis made the inspection. 


The rescue of those aboard the 
Targis was effected about midnight 
Thursday in latitude 35.54 north, 
longitude 50.07 west (in mid-At- 
lantic, about 1500 miles east of 
New York). 

Earlier in the day the Targis 
was reported to have sunk on the 
way from Valparaiso to Antwerp 
and Hamburg after fire in the 
hold burned through to the boiler 
and engine room. 

The message from the master of 
the Rangitata was timed 11:30 a. 
m. today and was received by the 
New Zealand Shipping Co. It reda: 

“The master of the 8S. S. Targis 
visited his vessel at daybreak. He 
now reports that the fire is practi- 


cally out in the holds but still burn- 
ing in the bunkers. 

“The starboard boilers and ‘fur- 
naces are ‘under water and the en- 


gine room is seven feet under wa-} 


ter on the starboard side. The ship 
listed heavily to starboard. 

‘“‘The master of the Targis is now 
trying to make steam in the port 
boilers. | 

“I am standing by. The weather 
is fine, the sea smooth. Our posi- 
tion is now latitude 33.55 north 
and longitude 50.40 west.” 

The Targis, 3537 tons, left Colon 
for Hamburg from Valparaiso, 
Chile, July 7. 

The Rangitata, 10,315 tons, left 
Colon for England from Welling- 
ton, New Zealand, July 10. 

The Targis is a North German 
Lloyd ship. The Rangitata is 
owned by the Federal Steam Navi- 
gation Co., Ltd. 


The Targis, a freighter, carried 
a crew of about 49. A representa- 
tive of the North German Lioyd 
Line in New York said there were 
accommodations for not more 
than 10 passengers and that prob- 
ably not more than three or foitr 
were actually aboard. 


SUED ON CHECKS 


HE GAVE TO PAY 
GAMBLING LOSSES 


C. A.‘More Stopped Them, 
Convinced Agua Caliente 
Casino Wasn’t on Square. 


Suit to recover $2750, represent- 
ing checks cashed at Agua Caliente, 
Mexican gambling resort, by C. A. 
More, vice president of the Chou- 
teau Shoe Manufacturing Co., has 


been filed against More at Clayton 
by Jerome Simon, attorney, as as- 


signee of the Agua Caliente Hotel 
Co. Simon is represented by H. 
Randolph Mudd. 

The suit alleges that More 
cashed eight checks at the Agua 
Caliente Hotel last Feb. 22 and 23, 
and that a few days later a Uni- 
versity City bank refused payment 
of the checks at the direction of 
More. In addition to the $2750 the 
suit asks punitive damages of 
$1950, alleging that More’s action 
in cashing the checks and stopping 
payment on them was willful and 
malicious. 

More is 38 years old and resides 
with his wife at 7050 Forsythe 
boulevard, University City. He de- 
clined today to discuss the suit, re- 
ferring inquiries to his attorney, 
Wilfred Jones of Clayton. 

Jones said his client went to 
Agua Caliente while on a vacation 
in California and lost a consider- 
able amount of cash in a casino 
operated by the Agua Caliente 
Hotel. He then. made out several 
checks in blank and presented them 
to the cashier of the casino, Jones 
said, and. not to the hotel cashier. 
More felt that the dice game was 
“not on the square,” according to 
Jones, and stopped payment on the 
checks. 

More was. accompanied by a 
friend from Houston, Tex., who is 
also said to have suffered gambling 
losses. 


WARRANT AGAINST OFFICER

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FELD FIRE SWEEPS — 
100 AGRES IN COUNTY 


Starts in Grass on Farm Near 
Clayton and Ballas 
Roads. 


More than 100 acres of fields and 
woods were swept today by fire 
which started on the farm of Ja:k 
White, at a point on the east side 
of Ballas road about 300 yards 
north of Clayton road, in St. Louis 
County. The flames moved north- 
east to the Conway road, destroy- 
ing White’s barn, some crops and 
many large trees. 

White discovered grass afire on 
his place about 9 a. m. and at- 
tempted to extinguish it by beating 
with wet sacks. Fanned by a 
southwest breeze, the fifmes soon 
were out of control. Neighbcrs 
plowed furrows at strategic points. 

After five hours’ efforts the res- 
idents and workers in the commu- 
nity, adjacent to Westwood Coun- 
try Club, had the flames under 
control. 

Unable to save his barn, White 
was successful in keeping the fire 
from his house and garage. The 
flames were carried north into a 
strip of woods varying in width 
from 100 to 200 yards, just south 
of Conway road. Spreading east, 
the flames reached Frank C. Reil- 
ly’s “Hill Top Farm” where plowed 
furrows prevented destruction of 
the dwelling house. 


Efforts of more than 30 men, 
directed by two Deputy Sheriffs, 
finally brought the blaze under 
control just west of the house of 
Anton Linkogel on the south side 
of Conway road. The strip of 
woods which reaches Conway road 
across from the Westwood Country 
Club, dried by the continued hot 
and dry weather, was a mass of 
flames, the green leaves crackling 
like gunfire. ' 

Rabbits, squirrels and quail 
scurried past the fire fighters, 
driven in front of the advancing 
column of fire, later carried al- 
most in a.due easterly direction 
by a change in the wind. 

In addition to farmers with 
plows, caddies from the Westwood 
Country Club gave assistance and a 
small chemical truck from the 
Crystal Lake Country Club was 
used in checking advance of the 
flames. The woods were burned 
along the south side of Conway road 
for thrée-quarters of a mile east 
of the Ballas road and Most of the 
large oak trees, farmers said, will 
die. 

Furnishings in the home of Mra 
Mary Bauer, west of the Linkogel 
farm, were removed, but the house 
was not damaged. ; 

Conway road served to check the 
flames and the country places of 
Alvin Bauman ard Morris G. Lev- 
inson, on the north side, in the 
Westwood Country Club grounds, 
were not in great danger.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Sena- 
tor George W. Norris probably will 
withdraw as a candidate for re- 
nomination on the Republican 
ticket in Nebraska and run for re- 
election as an independent candi- 
date, because of the extraordinary 
situation created yesterday by 
Secretary of State Frank March of 
Nebraska. As a result of Marsh's 
ruling, it would be impossible for 


voters in the Republican senatorial 
primary to tell from the ballot 
whether they were voiing for Sena- 
tor Norris or for a 32-year-old gro- 
cery clerk of the same name. 

Since the Nebraskr law provides 
that a candidate cannot run inde- 
pendently after being defeated in 
a party primary, and since tomor- 
row is the last day on which a 
candidate can withdraw from the 
primary campaign, it is expected by 
his associates here that Senator 
Norris will withdraw his name to- 
cay or tomorrow, in order to be- 
come eligible to file as an inde- 
pendent later. 

Invulnerable for 20 Years. 

For nearly 20 years, Norris has 
been considered politically invul- 
nerable in Nebraska, and observers 
here agree that in an independent 
role he would tear the politics of 
the State wide open, and might 
bring about the defeat of the entire 
Republican ticket. 

The situation now confronting 
him is without a known parallel. 
Up to July several candidates had 
filed against him for the Repvb- 
lican nomination for Senator, the 
most formidable being State Treas- 
trer W. B. Stebbins. Efforts were 
made to induce all his opponents to 
withdraw in favor of former Gov. 
Samuel McKelvie, now a member 
of the Federal Farm Board, but 
without success. Norris was con- 
sidered an overwhelming favorite. 
At this juncture a strange thing 
occurred—another George W. Nor- 
ris filed as a candidate for the 
senatorial nomination. Inquiry dis- 
closed that he was manager of a 
chain grocery store in the town of 
Broken Bow, where he had lived 
for about a year. He was little 
known. even where he lived. He 
had never been in- politics, and 
with a single exception had taken 
no part in public affairs. a 


In some quarters the one excep- 
tion now is considered to have sig- 
nificance. Broken Bow had two 
electric power plants, one owne 
by the city and the other owned by 
a private company. Several months 
ago the franchise of the private 
company expired, and it sought a 
renewal. An election was held, and 
during the campaign which pre- 
ceded it, Grocer Norris left his job 
long enough to work for the fran- 
chise. It was not renewed. 


For Public Ownership. 

As is known, Norris is the fore- 
most advocate in Congress, and per- 
haps in the country, of public own- 
ership and operation of power 
plants. For 10 years he has led a 
successful fight to prevent private 
interests from obtaining possession 
of the Government’s $160,000,000 
plant at Muscle Shoals, and he was 
originally responsible for the pro- 
longed investigation of the power 
industry by the Federal Trade 
Commission, which has exposed 
many practices that have been 
widely condemned. In Congress he 
is recognized on both sides as the 
chief opponent of the ~ “power 
trust.” og 

Under Nebraska law, July 3 was 
the last day for filing nomination 
papers for the senatorship. Grocer 
Norris’ papers were received by the 
Secretary of State July 5, but the 
postmark bore date of July 2. 

Igvestigations conducted by Sen- 
ator Norris’ friends in Broken Bow 
disclosed a mysterious situation.

Turned Over to Bank. 

Tellers of the Grand National 
have examined the $1420 in cur- 
rency and $1080 in gold which 
Bostelman was depositing in the 
Hamilton State Bank, when detec- 
tives arrested him on suspicion 
there last Saturday. The money 
was turned over by the Hamilton 
Bank to Ed Mays, president of the 
Grand National, who gave the 
Hamilton Bank a check for its 
amount and left it in the keeping 
of the detectives. 

Ira C. Smith, one of the tellers, 
was familiar with the gold in the 
tellers’ deposit box, which was 
taken by the robbers. The money 
recovered from Bostelman included 
$400 in $20, $240 in $10, $310 in $5 
and $130 in $2.50 gold pieces. 

Smith could not recognize the 
general run of the gold coins, but 
he noticed an old $2.50 piece, and 
declared it to be one which he had 
had in his boy before the robbery. 
He said the date should be 1851, 
and a detective, turning it over, 
found that date. 

Tellers Identify Marks, | 

Four tellers of the Grand Nation- 
al, Smith, Armon Mays, Charles 
Kassel and Howard Whaley, found | 
their own figured notation, or evi- 
dences of such notations,.on some 
of the bills taken from Bostelman. 
Tellers make notations on paper 
money, in the course of counting 
bills. 

Mays identified the number 14 
as written by him on a $2 bill; a 
number 74 on another $2 bill, and 
a number's on an old style $2 bill. 
Kassel identified a number 78 on a 
$2 bill as his writing, and Smith 
recognized a number 54 on an old 
$2 bill. s 

Whaley found two old $20 bills, 
five old $10s, three old $5s and 
10 old $2s, which showed evidence 
of erasing to remove figures writ- 
ten on them in green ink. He uses 
green ink for marking old curren- 
cy, and he was certain that the 
bills were those which had been 
marked by him, from the tint of 
the ink still showing after the efa- 
sure, and the position’ in which the 
figures had been. 

Old Bills Not Passed Out. 

Mays said all old-style currency 
taken into the bank is put aside 
and turned in at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in exchange for the 
new, smaller currency. f 

“The fact that the bills bore our 
marks shows that they came into 
the bank, and our rule against pay- 
ing out old-style bills to customers 
precludes the possibility of their 
leaving the bank, except through 
theft,” Mays said. “These bills, 
therefore, must have been stolen 
from the bank.”

to the State Supreme Court. 

The Senator said today he had 
no doubt that the Supreme Court 
would overrule Marsh‘s decision, 
which he described as “preposter- 
ous to the verge of insanity,’’ but 
he pointed out the difficulty of ob- 
taining a decision from the court 
before the date of the primary 
election, which will be held Aug. 
12. He could see little possibility 
of getting a judgment in time to 
permit the reprinting of the ballots 
for the primary election, 

Norris is 69 years old, and has 
served continuously in Congress 
for 27 years, including five terms 
in the House and three in the Sen- 
ate.

Carroll, Savo, a group of news- 
paper reporters and lawyers and a 
crowd of spectators were in court. 
Faith Bacon nor Kay Carroll were 
not. 

The Magistrate said that a nude 
woman on canvas may not be lewd, 
but that a nude on the stage is. 
Accordingly he judged Faith Ba- 
con’s dance “lewd,"’ in spite of the 
defense counsel’s argument that it 
was not necessarily so because in a 
case of the People vs. Muller the 
Court of Appeals decided that a 
portrait of a nude woman was not 
indecent, 

The decision of the Magistrate in 
part follows: 

“I have hitherto said that it was 
my judgment that the acts here 
were lewd and indecent. Insofar 
as this court is concerned there was 
sufficient evidence adduced before 
me to call upon each one of them 
to respond in a trial court for their 
part in the lewd exhibition. 

“The judgment of this court does 
not determine She guilt or inno- 
cence of the various defendants 
who are being held for trial, but is 
merely a determination that upon 
the complaint and proof presented 
they should explain their conduct 
to a trial court. 

“The defendants, Faith Bacon, 
Earl Carroll, Kay Carroll and 
James Savo, ar therefore held for 
trial-in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions in the sum of $500, and the 
remaining defendants, having 
played but a minor part in this il- 
legal exhibition, will be ordered 
discharged from custody.” 

Bail was immediately given for 
Carroll and his three players.

Plotters Against Dictatorship 
Surprised in Their Homes 
Before They Can Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

LISBON, Portugal, July 18.-——-The 
Portuguese Government announced 
last night that a plot against the 
dictatorship of President Carmona 
had been discovered, and several 
citizens and soldiers arrested. Com- 
plete order pervails in Lisbon. 

An official communique stated 
that the movement was started by 
a’“small minority,” and that all 
garrisons had remained faithful. 

“at 10 minutes past seven this 
evening,” it read, “the Government 
learned that the enemies of the dis-: 
tatorship ' were planning a coup 
d'etat to overthrow the \ dictator- 
ship. 

“Under its duty to preserve pub- 
lic order, which is essential to the 
work of national reconstruction, it 
has taken the necessary steps, ar- 


civilians involved in the plot. 

“The police are in possession of 
evidence of'the guilt of those ar- 
rested. The Government assuros 
the public that the movement was 
started by a snfall minority. All 
garrisons remained faithful to the 
pfinciples of order and discipline.” 
The police were so well-informed 
of the plans of the plotters that 
before the signal for the uprising 
could be given, they surprised the 
revolutionists in their homes. All 
surrendered without resistance. 
The police said that they had 
discovered documents enabling 
them to trace the origins of the 
movement.

“At today’s session,” said a joint 
statement issued by the Operators’ 
and Miners’ Subcommittees, “a 
tentative agreement was reached 
which is subject to ratification by 
the proper authority.” 

The sttaement said that the 
wording of the tentative agreement 
would be made public as soon as 
possible. The tentative agree- 
ment would be made public 
as soon as possible.

NEW YORK, July 18.—Despite

Copeland related a conversation 
he had recently with an adminis- 
tration figure in relation to the 
present economic condition of the 
country. 

“I told him,” the Senator said, 
“to go back to President Hoover, 
sit down in his office and tell the 
President that he could thank God 
that the depression came in the 
middle of his term. As sUre as 
fate, the chimneys will be puffing 
forth smoke, the farmers will be 
raising crops that will bring them 
good prices in 1932, and Hoover 
will be re-elected President.” 

Senator Copeland’s statement 
came as a surprise to those in the 


| hall, and it was greeted at first 


with a little laughter. The Senator 

then added: “I am serious,” 
Unless there is prosperity on 

the farm, there is no prosperity in 


the city, the Senator said. He} 


blamed the bread lines in New 
York City as directly traceable to 
the lack of prosperity among the 
farmers. 

Referring to labor, Copeland 

rd: 

“This may not be a popular state- 
ment, I fear, but we must face 
these things openly. One of the 
greatest mistakes made by rail- 
roads, large transportation compa- 
nies, employers of mass labor, is 
the laying off of these men. I real- 
ize that a man in business whose 
profits are small cannot afford to 
carry surplus labor, but when these 
large corporations lay off labor 
when times are bad, they are mak- 
ing things worse. 

“We can’t have 4,000,000 to 10,- 
600,000 persons unemployed with- 
out disasters occurring. While 
there is nothing so dangerous as a 
prophecy I venture to say that 
whether we like it or not, we are 
coming to the five-day week and 
the six-hour day. We cannot get 
rid of. the men who are dislodged 
by modern machinery though we 
must find work for them.”

The committee appointed by bar

Charges in Edwardsville 
newspaper that some St. Clair 
County officials were being paid 
by the Madison Kennel Club in 
Madison County to hamper the op- 
eration of the St. Clair County 
track prompted Judge Miller to 
order the grand jury investigation 
which resulted in the suggestion 
that Dowell should be disbarred.

COMMANDER DENIES LEGION 
IS ANTI-CHRISTIAN ORDER 


O. LL. Bodenhamer Replies to 
Lutheran Action Trying to Bar 
Former Soldiers. 

By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 18.— 


0. L. Bodenhamer, national com- 


mander of the American Legion, 
‘in a statement issued yesterday, 
sald the Legion could not, and did 
not, take a position for or against 
any religious faith or any political 
party. 

A special meeting in Milwaukee 
of the Wisconsin Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church 
tabled until Sept. 16 a proposal 
that would prevent American Le- 
gion members from being members 
of the Lutheran Church. The an- 
ti-Legionnaires asserted the Legion 
is an oath-bound secret and re- 
ligious organization which ‘is an- 
ti-Christ’” in the eyes of the 
church.

A committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, about a year ago, 
asked the Attorney-General to lend 
the authority of his office to a quo 
warranto proceeding, to determine 
whether the trust companies were 
exceeding their rights and unduly 
invading the field of private legal) 
practice. 

Since that time, the Attorney- 
General says, conferences have 
been held between committees of 
the Bar Association and officers of 
the trust companies, and a working 
plan has been agreed upon, sim- 
llar to that followed in Chicago 
and Cleveland. This plan, he be- 
lieves, complies with the law, and 
the Attorney-General feels that the 
companies are not now exceeding 
their charter powers, hence he sees 


jtion. He recommends that a sim- 
ilar plan be adopted by trust com- 
panies and banks elsewhere in Mis- 
souri. 

The plan now in fofce, Attorney- 
General Shartel says, specifies that 
a trust company shall not prepare 
a will or trust agreement in which 
it is not named as executor .or 
fiduciary.

SINCLAIR CORPORATION TO SELL 
INTEREST IN TWO SUBSIDIARIES 


Reported to Be Clearing the Way 
for Acquisition of Prairie 
Concern, 


NEW YORK, Juiy 18.—The Sin- 
clair Consolidated Oil Corporation 
has arranged, subject to approval 
ef stdckholders, to. sell its half in- 
terest in the Sinclair Pipe Line Co. 
and the Sinclair Crude Oil Pur- 
chasing Co. to the Standard Co. of: 
Indiana, owner of the other half. 

This step is understood to pre- 


acquisition by Sinclair of the Pra- 
irie Oil and Gas Co. and the Pra- 
irie Pipe Line Co., which have been 
under negotiation for several 
months. Wall street understands 
that the Sinclair organization felt 
it should divest itself of certain’ 


Prairie deal, in order to avoid any 
appearance of violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

The sale was approved by Sin- 
clair directors for $72,500,000. The 
two companies were jointly created 
by Sinclair and Standard of Indiana 
to solve transportation and storage 
Plans and $inclair’s total invest- 
ment has been announced as $34,- 
189,000. The properties of which 
Indiana now becomes sole owner 
include 6878 miles of trunk and 
gathering pipe lines and five large 
Sterage tank farms, of which two 
are in Oklahoma and one each in 
Wyoming, Kansas and Texas, Stor- 
age capacity is 45,000,000 barrels, 

Prairie Pipe Line’s system is even 
more extensive than that of Sin- 
clair Pipe Line. Its 13,000 miles 
of trunk and gathering lines ex- 
tend from the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Great Lakes.

Political and bebe Comment Regard Answer

PARIS, July 18.—Political and 
journalistic circles voiced disap- 
pointment today at the British re- 
ply te Foreign Minister Briand's 
invitation to join a European fede- 
ration of nations. .The reply stated

Principal among these was that 
the organization would set up new 
international associations in Eu- 
rope, some of whioh would be par- 
allel and duplicating the functions 
of the League of Nations and which 
“could hardly fail to diminish both 
efficiency and authority of the or- 
gans of the League.” 

The British answer was the twen- 
tieth to be received to 26. invita- 
tions extended. The nations which

and perhaps also a rivalry which, 
however, little it might be intended 
or desired by the European Gov- 
ernments, could hardly fail to di- 
minish both the efficiency and the 
authority of the organs of the 
League,”’ 

The British reply was stated to 
be of preliminary and _ tentative 
character. A definite answer, it 
was said, would require “carcful, 
prolonged consideration,” which 
the Government felt duty-bound to 
undertake in consultation with the 
Dominions. 

Softening somewhat the  far- 
reaching objections to M. Briand’s 
scheme, his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is represented as understand- 
ing the federation is designed to 
promote clased co-operation be- 
tween the nations of Europe, and 
to strengthen - the safeguards 
against another European war.

Bruenning Ministry Had to 
Take Step to Remain in 
Power—New Election by 
Sept. 14 Mandatory.

BERLIN, July 18.—Chancellor 
Bruening today declared the Reich- 
stag dissolved. The Reichstag, 
knowing that Bruening had. Presi- 
dent Hindenburg’s authorization to 


Fact if it rejected his revised finan- 


cial program—which earlier in the 
week he had put. through under 
Article 48 of the Constitution—the 
Reichstag, nevertheless, passel a 
motion revoking the Cabinet’s 
measure, by 236 to 22 

The Chancellor thereupon de- 
clared the Reichstag dissolved, nul- 
lifying the action amid howls of 
the opposition. An election, accord- 


ing to the Constitution, must be 
held not later than Sept. 14. 

Bruening’s action became neces- 
sary to maintain the continuation 
of his Cabinet, which was threat- 
ened by a Socialist mtion of no 
confidence and another resolution 
revoking the tax measure decree, 
both up for vote today. The Chan- 
cellor carried out his indicated de- 
termination to issue the dissolution 
decree which he carried with him 
for several days, for an emergency 
action. 

Cabinet Remains in Office. 

Until the election the Bruening 
Cabinet will continue in office 
ruling under the emergency pow- 
ers conferred by Article 48. This 
article contains this provision: 

“The President, in the event that 
public security and order in the 
German nation should be consid- 
erably disturbed or endangered, 
may take all necessary measures to 
re-establish such public security 
and order and, if required, to in- 
tervene with the aid of armed pow- 
er. To this end he may provisionally 
arrogate, in whole or in part, the 
fundamental laws established in 
Articles 114, 115, 117, 118, 123, 
124 and 125.” 

The late President Ebert used 
the article once against Bolshev- 
ism, in 1923, in the midst of Ger- 
many’s worst financial depression, 
when Gen. Hans von Seeckt, Chief 
of the Army, was appointed virtual 
dictator. Once the crisis had passed 
normal conditions were re-estab- 
lished. 

The Reichstag was in an uproar 
when the Chancellor read the dis- 
solution order. The din was s0 
great that he covld not be heard. 
At its end, his utterance of the 
signatures of President Hinden- 
burg and himself were wholly 
drowned out. 


“Down With Hindenburg.” 

The communists shouted “Down 
with Hindenburg and Bruening!” 
and “Down with Fascism.” 

As the shouting died down the 
communists sang the -“Interna- 
tionale.” President Loebe of the 
Reichstag and other party mem- 
bers left the chamber and finally 
the communists walked out. 

Not all of the members, or even 
all of the communists waited for 
the demonstration. A number of 
the communists and some National 
Socialists left immediatcly after 
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RRITISH and Egyptian soldiers are ditesteving order after the killing of 14 persons and the injury of 400 in 
clash attributed to the Wafd (Nationalist) Pasty. Two British warships have arrived in Alexandria, 


handing in their ballots, knowing 
that their parliamentary immunity 
from arrest would cease the mo- 
ment the Reichstag was dissolved. 

Imntediately after the dissolution 
the police put guards around the 
building to prevent any demonstra- 
tions. 

The new Reichstag, under the 
law, must assemble 30 days after 
election. For that reason there 
will not be another Reichstag ses- 
sion until Oct. 14 next. 

Last Election in 1928. 

The last general election in Ger- 
many was held in May, 1928, when 
14 different political parties. ob- 
tained seats in the Reichstag which 
has 489 members. In that election 
the Socialists obtained a plurality 
of seats, gaining considerably 
many seats.. The Nationalists and 
the Center lost somewhat while 
the minor parties about held their 
own. About 31,000,000 persons 
voted then, about 9,000,000 for the 
Socialist ticket. 

With the formation of the new 
Reichstag, Herman Mueller, Social- 
ist leader became Chancellor and 
set up a coalition ministry which 
included members of the Centrist 
party, the Bavarian Peoples’ party 
and the Democratic party. 

The Mueller Cabinet remained in 
power until March 27, 1930, when 
it resigned after difficulties with 
the Reichstag, particularly over 
the financial program and _ the 
Bruening Cabinet took power. His 
ministry has had hard sledding, 
the financial program again being 
the chief problem. 

Bachelor Tax an Issue. 

It was the bachelor and spinster 
tax among other items in the Diet- 
rich financial program that precipi- 
tated today’s crisis. Drastic read- 
justment of budget items became 
necessary to meet a deficit in the 
1930 budget of over $115,000,000 
and half that much in the 1931

SOVIET TO TRAIN 
17,000,000 IN SOME 
MILITARY ACTIVITY 


MOSCOW, July 18.—Soviet Rus- 


sia expects to have 17,000,000 of 


its citizens engaged in some form 
of military and aviation activity by 
Oct. 1, 1933, under a new five-year 
plan for aerial and chemical de- 
fense announced today by the 
Volunteer Defense Society. 

About 4,500,000 persons, the an- 
nouncement continues, will  re- 
ceive military preparation and 2,+ 
000,000 will be imstructed in rifle 
drill. In all 6,000,000 persons will 
be instructed in aerial and chem- 
ical defense. 

There will be 25,000 scientists 
engaged in research work in every 
branch of aerial and chemical war- 
fare.

The question may be thus posed: If unacceptable 
collateral has been accepted as security for State de- 
posits in one instance—as in the case of the now de-

lose? How much of the people’s money is on deposit 
in various banks on doubtful or illegal security? 
Those are questions in which the people of Missouri 
are rightly and substantially concerned. They 
should be answered. 
In the dubious circumstances we want to be fair to 
Treasurer Brunk and Attorney-General Shartel, but 
fairness to the people of Missouri is the first con- 
sideration. We think we may say, in all fairness to 
Mr. Brunk, that his story of the transaction is not 
convincing. He admits that he first refused to ac 
cept these bonds because! they were not legally ac- 
ceptable. Subsequently he changed his mind and did 
accept them when the Attorney-General, as he says, 
approved them. But still later—last January—as he 
acknowledges, the Governor and Attorney-General 
disapproved of those bonds when the Governor dis- 
covered a law requiring him and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to pass upon collateral tendered to the Treas- 
urer as security for State deposits. Apparently this 
action of the Governor and Attorney-General might 
as well not have been taken. Anyhow, it had no ef- 
fect on Treasurer Brunk as regards these particular 
bonds. The bonds continued to stand as security for 
the State money on deposit in the Marshfield bank. 
If Mr. Brunk made any effort to change the security 
and procure “sufficient and eligible’ collateral, no 
mention has been made of it by Mr. Brunk in his pro- 
fuse explanations. 
There is another-chapter to the story. It has to 
do with the failure of another bank—the Bank of 
Aurora, in Mr. Brunk’s home town. When that bank 
failed Mr. Brunk was shown to be owing it some 
$23,000 in personal notes, partly secured and partly 
unsecured. Mr. Brunk first explained these loans as 
“honorable debts to finance my campaign for State 
Treasurer.” That laconic version was afterward re- 
vised and expanded. Some $18,000 of this money was 
borrowed for private business enterprises and only 
$5000 for campaign purposes. The recollection of 
one of the officers of the Aurora bank is not exactly 
in accord with Mr. Brunk’s second explanation. What- 
ever the facts, it is evident that the Bank of Aurora, 
or its officers, did furnish the money for Mr. Brunk’s 
campaign. It also appears that Mr. Brunk was grate- 
ful and showed his appreciation by giving the Bank 
of Aurora State deposits in excess of its legal quota. 
Viewed in its details, the conclusion must be that 
Mr. Brunk is chargeable with bad judgment in ac- 
cepting the real estate bonds as security from the 
Marshfield bank and indulged an imprudent gratitude 
in bestowing favors on his banking friends at Au- 
rora with money that was not his—money that be- 
longed to the people of Missouri and of which he 
was the trustee. 
Viewed in its entirety, the conclusion must be, we 
think, that Mr. Brunk lacks the qualities required for 
the office of State Treasurer. 
As regards Attorney-General Shartel, when the col- 
lapse of the Young brothers revealed him as retained 
by those blue sky operators and-receiving payments 
from them in the amount of $3000 for which, he ad- 
mitted, he had rendered no service, the Post-Dispatch 
observed that Mr. Shartel’s official usefulness had 
ended and suggested he resign. The present contro- 
versy emphasizes the accuracy of that judgment. 
Meanwhile, the records of the State Treasurer’s of- 
fice under Mr. Brunk demand examination. Andgince 
the Governor, along with the Attorney-General, is re- 
sponsible for the kind of security accepted for State 
deposits, we assume that the Governor possesses the 
authority. to have this examination made. That 
authority should, in our opinion, be exercised per- 
emptorily. = £-

This is a surprising procedure in view of the Post- 
office Department’s previous experiences with higher 
rates. A 3-cent rate on letters was in effect in 1918 
and 1919, the extra penny going for war tax. Gross 


after subtraction of the war tax, showed the public 
was writing fewer letters. In 1920, when the 2-cent 
rate was restored, a reduction of 50 per cent in the 
charge for an ordinary letter, the total postal revenue 
nevértheless increased by nearly $1,000,000 over the 
previous twelvemonth. The gain for 1921 was $26,- 
000,000, and the growth in revenue has continued. 

Three cents was the regular letter rate up to 1883. 
When the charge was lowered to 2 cents, the increase 
in postal revenues was huge. It exceeded by far the 
expectancy from the normal growth of population and 
of business. These facts indicate that the public uses 
the mails to a much greater extent under the 2-cent 
rate than when the charge is higher. | 

The postal deficit last year was $50,000,000, and 
it is estimated the loss for the current fiscal year 
will be $10,000,000 greater. Obviously remedies should 
be sought. One of the most flagrant abuses of the 
postal system is the mail frank privilege. It costs the 
Government about $2,000,000 a year to handle mail 
sent by members of Congress, and $8,000,000 more 
to transmit publications of the various departments. 
It is futile to expect that this privilege will be with- 
drawn, but a proper cost accounting system would 
allocate these items to the departments where they 
originate and not to the Postoffice. 

Mr. Brown’s recent revision of air mail contracts 
will save about $2,700,000 a year, it is estimated. This 
is a good start, and should be followed up by inves- 
tigation of ship subsidies and waste within the de 
partment. Evidence has recently come to light that 
the Government is paying exorbitant rentals on post- 
office buildings in many cities. Here is a rich field 
for reducing the deficit, of which more will doubt- 
less be heard. 
It is often asserted that first-class mail-is the only 
division of the service that pays its own way. With 
many leaks in the department remaining unplugged, 
it is an injustice to penalize this class with heavier 
charges. Two cents is the long-established rate for 
letter mail, and there can be only a shrinkage in re- 
ceipts if this is increased. 
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THE MURPHY CASE. 
Gov. Caulfield has commuted the death sentence 
of Thomas Murphy to life-imprisonment. Murphy, 
convicted of the murder of a St. Louis druggist, was 
to have been hanged on July 25. John P. English, an 
eye-witness of the murder, but who for some unex- 
plained reason was not called upon to testify at the 


not the man. Detective Sergeant Dempsey, who ar- 
rested Murphy and.to whom Murphy confessed, be- 
lieves Murphy is not guilty, his doubt first being 
raised when he could not substantiate points in Mur- 
phy’s confession. Of five eye-witnesses, two refused 
to identify Murphy as the murderer and two others 
withheld their identification until after the confes- 
sion was signed. Relatives of the dead man peti- 
tioned the Governor to commute the sentence. 

In view of this strong showing, the Governor’s 
action, we. think, was wise. Subsequent developments 
may prove that Murphy is, in fact, innocent and the 
State would not then be in the unhappy position of 
having made an irretrievable error. ‘That was the 
main point made in the Sacco-Vanzetti case. Their 
sympathizers felt that so much doubt had been 
raised as to the men’s guilt that the State was not 
justified in giving them the extreme penalty for a 
crime later developments might have proved they 
did not commit. 
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THE MAN IN THE GREEN HAT. 
So the Washington authorities have at last con- 
victed George Lawrence Cassidy of transporting and 
possessing liquor.

jurists today, Chief Judge Benjamin N. 
Cardozo of the New York State Court of 
Appeals, who recently celebrated his six- 
tieth birthday, is one ef them. 

Cardozo has been the leader among ac- 
tive jurists in the United States in the ef- 
fort to see law as a product of social 
opinions and institutions. He has shown 
that there can be no sound conception of 
law which ig not based upon a full knowl- 
edge of man, human nature and social in- 
stitutions. His “Nature of the Judicial 
Process” and “The Growth of the Law” 
have influenced legal thinking in America 
more than any other two treatises of their 
type in the whole history of our legal pub- 
lications. They might well be taken as the 
KOspel of the new Institute of Law at Johns 
Hopkins. 

We may well congratulate Judge Cardozo 
and New York State.

Clam Fritters. 


the seaboard, are in season now 
and an excellent summer food. For 
those who cannot get the fresh, 
there are good varieties of canned 
—whole clams, minced clams, clam 
broth and chowder. 

Clam fritters are delicious when 
properly made, One cup of minced 
fresh or canned clams are needed 
for these. 
flour with one teaspqon baking 
powder, one-eighth teaspoon pep- 
per and a dash of salt. Beat one 


into the flour with enough milk to 
make drop batter. From two table- 
spoonfuls to one-third cup will 
probably be needed, depending on 
how much juice there is on the 
clams. 

Drop the batter by the spoonful 
into hot fat heated to a tempcra- 
ture of 390 degrees, or until it will 
brown a piece of bread in half a 
minnte. Cook the fritters until 
brown on each side, drain and 
serve with chili. sauce. 

Lemon Icebox Cake. 

Mix three-fourths cup sugar 
with the grated rind of two lemons 
and one-half cup lemon juice. Stir 
in a double boiler,’ over hot water, 
until the sugar is dissolved. Beat 


the hot lemon-sugar mixture into 
them. Return to the double boiler 
and stir constantly until thick- 
ened. Remove at once from the 
fire and cool in a pan of cold 
water. 

Whip one cup of heavy cream 
until stiff. Fold the lemon cream 
into it. — 

Spread vanilla wafers with the 
cream, placing one on top of the 
other to make a roll about eight 
inches long. Place this in a bread 
pan and put in the icebox over 
night or for six or eight hours. 


garnish with chopped nuts, 
chopped cherries or chopped can- 
died orange peel, and a spoonful of 
whipped cream. 

Tomatoes With Mushrooms. 

Slice large tomatoes. crosswise 
into slices one inch’ thick. Sprinkle 
lightly with salt and pepper and 
place on a buttered baking pan. 
Dot with small pieces of butter and 
bake in a hot oven for 15 minutes. 
Peel one-half pound of mushrooms, 
or drain acan of them. Melt three 
tablespoons of butter, add the 
mushrooms and cook slowly for 
eight minutes. Then stir in three 
tablespoons flour. When well 
blended, add one and one-quarter 
cups of milk, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce and a dash of nutmeg. Stir 
until thickened and boiling. Just 
before serving stir in two table- 
spoons cream and evaporated milk. 
When the tomatoes are done, re- 
move them from the pan and place 
each slice on a round of _ toast, 
Pour the mushrooms over the to- 
matoes and serve as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Chipped Beef. 

Separate one-quarter pound 
chipped beef into pieces and pour 
boiling water over it. Drain at 
once. Melt three tablespoons but- 
ter and add one small green pep- 
per that has been cut in thin 
shreds (be sure to remove all 
seeds). Cook for five minutes, but 
do not let it brown. Add four ta- 
blespoons flour and stir to mix. 
Add two cups milk and continue 
stirring until. thickened and boil- 
ing. Season with one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, one teaspoon lemon 
juice and one-quarter teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce. Add _ the 
chipped beef and the contents of a 
small can of mushrooms. Reheat 
and serve on toast or in patty 
shells. 


CREAMED VEAL PATTIES 


Dainty Way of Prepar!-g This Fav- 
orite Méat Product. 
Cut veal from the leg into 
pieces sufficiently large for one 
serving, flatten with a potato 
masher or meat-pounder. 
Spread each piece with one-half 
teaspoon minced green pepper, 
one-half teaspoon each minced on- 
ion and parsley and one strip of 
finely chopped bacon, Season with 
salt and pepper. 
Roll and tie securely or sew and 
brown in bacon drippings pour 
over milk to cover and simmer 
slowly \for one hour. 
Thicken sauce with browned 
flour.

As said before, the foods that an- 
swer this are the fruits and vege- 
tables that are so abundant and 20 
inexpenisve just now: Milk, cheese, 
lean meat in moderation, also eggs, 
fish and shellfish, These should 
be included in all summer meal 
plans. 

It is necessary to include a great 
deal of water in the diet this time 
of |year to replace that lost by 
perspiration. Our bedies are three- = tl 
fourths water, and this proportion rege 
should be maintained in the inter- 
est of good health. Perspiration is 
necessary as the evaporation cools 
the skin surface and makes the 
heat endurable; it-is up to us to 
drink plenty of water and to eat 
largely of those foods that have a 
large percentage of water. This is 
another of the reasons for advocat- 
ing a diet containing plenty of 
fruits and vegetables, for these 
foods have from 80 to 95 per cent 
water. 

Water and cellulose possess no; 
nutritive qualities, but the sugar 
in fruits, and the sugar and starch 
in vegetables provide an easily di- 
gested and readily assimilated sup- 
ply of energy food.

Fruit beverages, sherbets and, 
water ices are cooling by virtue of 
their mineral and acid content and 
their comparatively small amount} ~ 
of sugar. Ice cream sodas are 
fine for light meals and \ \ quick 
lunches, and the fruit drinks used 
in-between-times. 

Contrary to a somewhat general 
belief, it is not an expensive process 
to Keep a supply of “makings” for 
a number of cold, frosty drinks on 
hand at home. Fresh or canned 
fruit juices, home-made syrups and 
ice are the really necessary ingre- 
dients, and to these may be added 
ginger ale or other carbonated 
beverages, fresh mint for garnish- 
ing, an orange or two, fresh limes 
occasionally, and lemons almost 
always. 

Strong tea makes a good base 
for many kinds of fruit punch, and 
malted milk combines with many 
flavors to make delicious and 
popular drinks. 

For sweetening fruit combina- 
tions a sugar syrup will prove far 
more satisfactory than plain sugar. 
To make to boil two cups granu- 
lated sugar and one cup of water 
together for five minutes. Cool, 
pour into @ jar and keep in the 
refrigerator to use as desired. 

If you have an automatic. re- 
frigerator try freezing lemonade, 
orangeade, grapejuice, or any sim- 
ilar mixture and using it as a com- 
bination. For instance, cubes of 
frozen lemon or limeade in ginger- 
ale, or loganberry juice in cubes 
in lemonade, ett.

‘The project will entail the im- 
pounding of a. large amount of 
water when completed and is ex-

Land for the dam and reservoir 
was purchased from the farms .of 
Henry Goldstein, William Fuesting 
and Ralph Zehner and consists of 
75 acres. 

The dam, which is to cost. be- 
tween $100,000 and ,$150,000, will 
be 400 feet leng, 15 feet across the 
top, 200 feet. wide at the base and 
35 feet high... A concrete spillway 
built at the side is to’ be 30 feet 
wide and 100 feet long. A concrete 
tower 35 feet high with three flood 
gates, two 12 feet and the other 16 


| feet, will also be erected. 


The dam is to be of earth and 
concrete construction and when 
completed will impound 100,000;000 
gallons of water and will be used 
principally as a reserve supply for 
Effingham, and possibly other near- 
by towns.

Barbers and Surgeons 


ARBER poles are red and 
white, picturesque witnesses to 
an age gone by in which 
razor and scalpel were wielded by 


Surgery, which today is so im- 
|portant a branch of the science 
|of medicine, has a variegated his- 
It ranked high among the 
ancients, but fell into disrepute in 
ithe Middle Ages. 


Physic, as the practice of medi- 
‘cine was known, remained in the 


was abandoned to mountebanks 
and barbers. 


One can perhaps account for this 
in the fact that neither anesthesia, 
nor asepsis in the modern sense 
were known to the ancient physi- 
cians. 


Complete anesthesia which en- 
ables the surgeon to operate pain- 
lessly, was unknown previ>us to 
the Nineteenth Century. 


Asepsis, that is freedom from 
the danger of infection, could not 
be achieved before mankind had 
a working knowledge of germs aid 
their disease producing powers. 

The germ theory was postulated 
and demonstrated by Pasteur in 
the second half of the last century. 

Yet, surgery was not without its 
great men even in the barber days, 
and without doubt, the greatest 
among these was Ambrose Pare. 
Of him it has been well said that 
he “did much to elevate the sur- 
geon’s profession from a despised 
handicraft to a position equal to 
that of other branches of the heal- 
ing art.” 

Pare lived in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, he was of lowly origin, and 
by the standards of his days, was 
an wuneducated man, knowing 
neither Latin nor Greek. 

In his youth, Pare served as a 
barber’s apprentice. At 28, after 
years of service as a surgeon in 
the French Army, he wrote a book 
on wound treatment, and signed it 
“Composed by Ambroise Pare, 
Master Barber-Surgeon in\ Paris.” 

Pare greatly advanced surgery. 
He applied ligatures in the ampu- 
tation of limbs; he recommended 
and used massage in the treatment 
of disease: he invented and used 
braces in disease of the spine. 

He was indeed the greatest bar- 
ber-surgeon in medical history. 


Cherry Cake. 

One cup flour, one teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, a pinch of salt, one- 
half cup sugar, one-half cup milk, 
two cups pitted cherries, one ¢gé, 
one tablespoon melted butter. Sift 
dry ingredients, add milk, melted 
butter and- well-beaten egg. Mix 
well and then add cherries. Pour 
into a deep pie tin which has been 
well greased with butter. Bake in 
a hot oven for 25 minutes and 
serve warm.

OT so many years azo, as years 
N «co even in these galloping 

times, the editor of a New 
York newspaper sent me to s¢e 
Rube Goldberg who was attractifig 
some attention by his comic draw- 
ings on another afternoorm paper. 
“Talk to Rube and tell him we 
want him over here with us,” I was 
told. “The boy has-.a future and 
we will go pretty far for him. If 
you have to, offer him $10,000 a 
year—but don’t begin at more 
than $6000,” 


I saw Rube, began at six and 
worked up to the 10 which almost 
swept him off his feet. Ten thou- 
sand dollars was a lot of money 
then for a comic artist, but Gold- 
berg thought he ought to give his 
own paper a chance to meet the 
offer, although he félt sure they 
would not consider him worth that 
much. But they did and Rube 
stuck where he was. 


Today both the newspapers in- 
yolved in the minor battle for his 
services have passed to the great 
beyond or wherever it is that news- 
papers go when they fold up and 
die, but R. L. Goldberg is still car- 
rying on and the $10,000 a year 
salary has grown—what with his 
drawings and his writings and the 
moving picture rights to his comics 
—to that much every week. A 
month or so ago I saw Goldberg 
out in California where he had 
gone to superintend the making of 
a picture from one of his series of 
drawings. With him was a golf 
professional whose only duty was 
to stick close to the artist and see 
that his stance was correct. Rube, 
it might be remarked in passing, 
is the only artist in the world, 
comic or otherwise, who main- 
tains a private golf professional in 


solitary captivity.

(5 caiitornia this summer was 
welcomed as a Native Son, a 
true blue Coast Defender, for he 
was born in California and began 
his art career, if you can call it 
that, on a paper out there. Then 
New York called to “Tad,” T. A. 
Dorgan, ‘and when the latter left 
the post as sport cartoonist for 
the San Francisco Bulletin, Gold- 
berg moved up and took his place. 


For several years Rube waited 
around hoping that he, like Tad, 
would be called East. But New 
York didn’t even beckon and, 
finally, he set off, alone and un- 
heralded, for the big city. He 
landed on the Evening Mail, re- 
fused the offer of $10,000 made by 
the New York Globe, and when 
the syndicates which distribute 
drawings to many papers around 
the world, sprang into being he was 
one of the first to hear the clank 
of many pieces of silver. 


Rube was not always an artist. 
His early drawings, some of which 
he has kept, were pretty terrible 
but his ideas were funny and 
pleasing. He was a student of en- 
gineering when he first began to 
draw and it was from the intricate 
charts of that trade that he got 
some tips for the quaint mechani- 
cal stunts he worked out in his 
comic strips. 

But Goldberg follows ‘as single 
line in his drawings. He has de- 
veloped greatly since his early 
New York days and can draw 
pretty girls and paint lovely pic- 
tutes when he feels liké it. Also 
he can write, and does, chiefly on 
sporting ,subjects, for he is an ar- 
dent sportsman as hig golf profes- 
sional will testify. He has pub- 
lished several books, one of them,

These people have 
heard that Rube is easy to find 
and not difficult to work for a dec- 
orated autograph, so they pursue 
him. When he draws $4000 worth 
of cartoons on the fly leaf of the 
dollar book, the patron usually 
turns over to the back and Says, 
“Say, Rube, here’s another blank 
page!” with a look that means, 
‘‘Here, you're cheating me! Get
